Ail paper stock and some equip­ 
ment was completely destroyed, in­ 
cluding a few minor machines. A ft­ 
er extensive repairs the

the motors and job presses are 
again in operation. Linotype and 
Ludlow machines were not greatly 
damaged. 
l ire Dept. Saves Building 
The Arlington Heights fire de­ 
partment, under the direction of 
Richard Jahn, assistant chief, put 
up a valiant fight and prevented a 
complete 
loss, 
which 
threatened 
during the first half hour. Flames 
reached almost all parts of the 
structure and the department used 
three streams of water to bring tho 
fire under control. 
Dense smoke 
hindered the 
firemen who v. ere 
forced to flood the building with 
water, to which face is attributed a 
considerable of the damage, espec­ 
ially to the paper stock which is a 
complete loss. Included in the lat­ 
ter was three months 
supply of 
news print. 
The fire was caused by an unat­ 
tended bonfire on the Redeker prop­ 
erty, southwest of tho Haddock 
building. Adjoining structures are 
brick, and when 
a small 
flame 
reached the wooden 
structure, it 
was not discovered until the corner 
of the building was burning briskly. 
Second Fire Breaks Out 
The first fire call at three* o’clock 
was followed by a second call to the 
same premises near six o’clock. The 
firemen had left a man in charge 
of the plant and while he was on 
the second floor extinguishing a 
small blaze that had started, a
